Public services to be cut 


Cities tightening their belts

HAIFA. — Representatives of Halfa 
Works Committees, representing

Samaritan young couples 
leave Mt. Gerizim homes 


NABLUS. — The Samaritan young 
couples who in mid-September moved 
into the empty houses on Mt. 
Gerizim — their holy mountain, 
which the community normally uses 
only during festivals — yesterday 
yielded to the pressure of local 
Arabs and moved back into their 
families' crowded homes here. 

The coupleg said that they had 
peen frightened by anonymous 
threats, The Nablus municipality 
had-aiso refused to supply water to 
the quarter and had cut off the 
electricity provided four years ago. 

The houses, most of which were 
built after the Six Day War with 
the help of the Militery Govern- 


ment, were heretofore only used 
four weeks a year, during the Sa- 
mariten Passover, a week at Sha- 
vact, and for two days at Succot. 
On these festivals the community 
gathers on the mountain top from 
its homes in Nablus and Holon. 

The couples said that lack of 
housing, which has forced them 
to double up in their parents’ tiny 
homes, is responsible for the com- 
munity’s falling birth rate. There 
are some 450 Samaritans in the 
world today. 

The municipality apparently feared 
the Samaritan settlers were in con- 
tact with would-be Jewish settlers, 
planning to follow them to the area.

JDL man on $100,000 bail 
for threat to kill Arafat 


NEW YORK (UPI). — Russel 
Dover Kelner, called the “operations 
manager" of the Jewish Defence 
League (JDL), was ordered held 
on $100,000 bail on Tuesday night 
for allegedly threatening to assas- 
sinate Yasser Arafat, chairman of 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza-~ 
tion (PLO). 

In setting the high bail for 
Kelner, Federal Magistrate Harold 
J. Raby said he must assume that 
“the possibility that this defendant, 
if released, might succeed in what 
appears ta be his stated objective 
of killing the leader of the PLO.’ 

Raby said such an objective, “in 
terms of its traumatic effect on 


, this nation and on the world, is 


almost too horrible to contemplate.” 

The magistrate said that if the 
Palestinians are deprived of their 
right to be beard in the UN by 
the murder of their representatives, 
“We will be disgraced as a nation, 
just as we were when President 

was assassinated.” 

Kelner, 33, a short, stocky former 
U.S. army lieutenant who works in 
Philadelphia as 8 school teacher,

His attorney, Barry Slotnick, in 
asking for $5,000 bail, said he felt 
that the alleged assassination threat 
was nothing more than a “little 
bit of puffing.”

NEW YORK (AP}. — The U.S.

‘Karamanlis will bring 
Greece back into Nato’ 


ATHENS (AP). — Western diplo- 
mats believe that if Premier Con- 
stantine Karamanlis wins a sizable 
victory in Sunday's elections, he 
will bring Greek troops back into 
the Atlantic alliance when the 
Cyprus dispute is settled. 

It was Karamanlis who pulled 
Greece out of Nato military activi- 
ties last July —- on grounds the 
alliance was incapable of settling 
flaring issues between its members. 

But Karamaniis has always been 
strongly pro-Western. And despite 
U.S. support for the Turkish posi- 
tion on Cyprus, he has let Ameri- 
can bases remain on Greek soil and 


a Nato missile training centre con-. 


tinue operating on Crete. 

Greek military missions have 
stayed at their posts in all Nato 
countries except Turkey, where the 
mission was closed ‘after Turkey 
invaded Cyprus last July. 

As to the elections, only four of 
the 47 parties competing are con- 
sidered capable of winning a siz- 
able number of seats in parliament, 

These four hold different views 
on the direction of Greece's foreign 
policy. 

Karamanlis's rightwing New De- 
mocracy Party is favoured to win. 
But George Mavros, 65, who heads 
the -Centre: Union-New. 


has expressed “a desire for’ Greece 


to follow a more independent course, 
with loose ties to Nato. 

Mavros, Foreign Minister when 
Greek troops withdrew from Nato, 
has called for friendlier relations 
with Greece’s Communist neigh- 
bours — Albania, Yugoslavia and 
Bulgaria. 

Nevertheless, he is also considered 
staunchly pro-Western, but with the 
emphasis on the Common Market; 
his party believes Greece should 
no longer rely on the U.S. for its 
defence needs. 

Andreas Papandreou, 56, chair- 
man of the Panhellenic Socialist 
Movement and one of the most out- 
spoken critics of the U.S., wants 
to sever ties completely with Nato. 

In his campaign speeches Papan- 
dreou has called for Greece to re- 
vise ita association with the Com- 
mon Market or “go it alone.” 

Papandreou, who wants the Nato 
training centre closed down, ad- 
vocates closer ties with East Bloc 
countries and an end to “Western 
monopolies.” 

The United Left Party, a coalition 
of three Communist groups led by 
a 10-member committee, is split 
over its foreign policy. One branch 
favours a strict anti-Nato and anti- 
Corkmon Market line, while another

The appellant lived in a border 
town In Russia until the outbreak 
of the war between Russia and Ger- 
many in 1041.

Thig under- 
mined her health and she became an 
invalid, 

When she applied for a pension 
to the Competent Authority unden 
the Invalids (Nazi Persecution) Law 
her application was rejected on the 
grounds, imZer alia, that there was 
nO causal relationship between her 
invalidity and Nazi persecution. 

“Invalid” is defined in the above 
law as meaning “a person who was 
inflicted with invalidity... and who,

Amihai Cohen, said that even this 
year’s crop would already account 
for 70 per cent of the processing 
capacity of the two refining plants 
(Kiryat Gat and Afula). 

The beet harvesting season lasts 
about 75 days, but Dr. Cohen be- 
Heves it could be extended to four 
months a year, doubling the process- 
ing season. This would enable the 
production of 40,000 tons of refined 
sugar. This would, however, tax 
the two refining plants to the ut- 
most. Construction of a third plant 
was not likely at present because 
of the high cost ‘(it could amount 
to about IL100m. at present prices). 

If world sugar prices are main- 
tamed — and the experts believe 
that they will be — next year should 
see full utilization of the capacity 
of the two refining plants. Local pro- 
duction costs, even after making 
full allowances for the devaluation, 
should still enable local sugar manu- 


facturers to produce at less than 


50 per cent of the cost on the world 
market. Another major considera- 
tion would be the substantial amount 
of foreign currency saved. 


Come to London 
forth 


Justice Cohn then went on to dis- 
cuss the relevant judgments of the 
German courts on this issue, con- 
cluding that the rule in the Federal 
Republic of Germany is that while 
Jews who fled across ἃ border from 
one Nazi-occupied country to an- 
other Nazi-occupied country were 
entitled to invalidity pensions, Jews 
who had fled from one place to an- 
other in the same country, without 
crossing any borders aod without 
passing from one occupied territory 
to another, were mot entitled to in- 
validity pensions, even if they had 
fled for fear of Nazi persecution. 

He for his part, he held, had no 


doubt that the flight of Jews before 
the oncoming German Army had 


been caused not only by the fear of. 


the effects of war but also by the 
additional fear of Nazi persecution 
π a fear which could have been 
foreseen by the Nazi authorities. He 
could not, therefore, see any cause 
for distinguishing between Jews who 
fied across a border and Jews who 
did not flee across a border, How- 
ever, the Supreme Court would ne- 
vertheless follow the rule establish- 
ed by the German courts, in line 
with the policy established in C.A. 
51/73 above. 


In addition, continued Justice 
Cohn, the appellant's claim was 
doomed to fatlure because of the 
fact that her invalidity had not been 
‘caused by Nazi violence against 
Jews, within the meaning of the 
German law, but had occurred in 
the course of the general filght of 
the local population before the ap- 
proaching enemy forces, the just- 
ifteation for this flight having been 
merely aggravated by the fact that 
this enemy was Nazi Germany. For 
it is a well-known historical pheno- 
menon, be added, that the local ci- 
vilian population will flee before an 
advancing enemy, often encouraged 
and aided by their own government, 
and apparently the Russian author- 
ittes had encouraged and helped the 
inhabitants of the Russian border 
fowns to flee before the German 
edvance ~ most certainly vot be- 
cause of thelr concern for the fate 
cf the Jews amongst them. In short, 
as the fate of the Jews amongst 
this fleeing population was, in the 
circumstances, no different from 
that of the non-Jews, Jews were not 
entitled to invalidity pension rights 
because of suffering and hardship 
during this flight. 

The appeal should, therefore, be 
dismissed without costs.
